Mr. Kirkpatrick has been 
entrusted with the business in Nevada, 
and by the building of a depot in Reno 
completes the line; giving the com- 
pany a distributing point in each State 
between the home office at Council 
Bluff and San Francisco. The com- 
pany refines and prepares for market 
every variety of burning and lubricat- 
ing oil. This is shipped to the com- 
pany depots in large tanks, and on the 
company cars. Arrived at the dis- 
tributing point, the oil is filled into 
barzels, and in marketable form is car- 
ried to the consumer. The depot for 
Reno will be located at the west end 
of town on a side track, and Mr. Kirk- 

patrick rightly estimates that the Ne- 
vada trade will be worth securing. 
Mr. J. E. Blake, General Superin- 
tendent of the company, will be here 
ina few days. We said some time 
ago that Reno was the natural point 
of distribution for a large and wealthy
